"No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  exemption  pro- 
vided by  Section  29  unless  he  shall  have  filed  with  the 
selectmen  on  or  before  April  fifteenth  of  each  year  an 
application  therefor  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury 
on  a  form  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  selectmen."

The  soil  in  this  area 
does  not  absorb  these  liquids  very  well,  as  you  know, 
we  have  a  lot  of  clay  in  this  area. 

This  is  creating  a  serious  problem  to  the  town  as  a 
whole  and  we  are  going  to  be  faced  with  a  town  sewer- 
age system  in  the  near  future. 

I  found  four  discarded  electric  refrigerators  that  still 
had  locks  and  doors  on  them.  I  personally  dismantled 
these  myself.  There  is  a  law  and  fine  for  leaving  re- 
frigerators with  locks  and  doors  on.  Also,  leaving  open 
wells  without  covers.  Let's  not  make  these  things  be- 
come death  traps  for  our  children,  please. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Epping  for  the 
fine  cooperation  extended  me  this  past  year.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT,  1956 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  report  as  li- 
brarian o£  the  Epping  Public  Library. 

During  the  past  year  327  volumes  have  been  added 
to  the  collection  and  books  have  been  borrowed  regu- 
larly from  the  State  Library  bookmobile.  This  has 
given  our  readers  a  wide  choice  o£  reading  material  for 
all  ages. 

Cooperation  with  the  school  reading  programs  has 
again  been  of  primary  importance.  The  library  was 
opened  early  on  Wednesdays  to  give  bus  pupils  a 
chance  to  use  the  library,  and  many  students  from  sixth 
grade  thr6ugh  high  school  have  taken  advantage  of 
this  opportunity. 

The  reorganization  of  the  library  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  book  card  charging  system  installed 
which  will  facilitate  the  book  circulation. 

We  have  been  most  fortunate  to  receive  a  State  aid 
grant  for  the  purchase  of  a  set  of  the  Collier's  Encyclo- 
pedias with  the  1956  supplement  and  a  fine  Atlas.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  town  of 
Epping,  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in 
said  district  on  the  16th  day  of  March,  1957,  at  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and 
to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation 
of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income; 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  non-partisan  ballot  system  for  the  election  of  its 
officers  and  school  board  members,  as  provided  in 
R.S.A.  chapter  59,  sections  73,  77,  79-86.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Supervisory 
Union  14,  Town  of  Epping,  N.  H. 

We  have  heard  a  great  deal  about  reading  in  our 
schools.  I  believe  that  you  parents  will  welcome  the 
opportunity  to  come  behind  the  scenes  with  me  in 
order  to  gain  an  insight  into  what  our  reading  program 
is  endeavoring  to  do  for  our  children. 

A  child's  success  in  school,  as  well  as  the  pattern  of 
his  personal  and  social  adjustments  later  on  in  life, 
will  be  greatly  affected  by  the  success  with  which  he 
makes  adjustments  in  reading  during  the  early  years  of 
his  life. 

When  children  enter  school  they  differ  in  many  ways 
that  can  be  measured.  They  differ  in  height,  weight, 
strength  of  grip,  emotional  control  and  ways  of  work- 
ing and  playing  with  other  children. 

They  differ  in  their  perception  skills,  their  ability  to 
follow  direction,  their  language  powers,  their  home 
backgrounds  and  their  readiness  to  read. 

When  they  face  their  first  teacher  in  school  they 
differ  in  their  capacities,  achievements,  attitudes,  abili- 
ties and  interests.  The  teacher  is  confronted  with  the 
problem  of  adopting  materials  and  methods  to  the 
needs  of  each  child. 

The  problems  of  providing  for  the  range  of  abilities 
tend  to  multiply  as  the  children  grow  older.  In  a  typical 
upper  grade  classroom,  children  may  vary  five  or  more 
years  in  reading  ability.  The  range  tends  to  increase 
as  the  number  of  school  years  increases. 

The  teacher  must  have  ways  of  determining  how 
efficiently  each  child  reads  so  that  appropriate  reading 
material  may  be  selected.  It  should  be  realized  that  all 
pupils  cannot  be  brought  up  to  a  single  standard  of 
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reading  achievement  in  any  grade.  Various  materials 
are  used  by  the  skilled  teacher  in  dealing  with  reading 
needs  of  children.  Grouping  of  children  in  certain 
classes  according  to  their  achievement  level  as  well  as 
into  groups  within  classes  helps  reduce  the  range  of 
reading  in  each  group.  Such  groupings  need  to  be 
flexible  to  allow  for  differences  in  the  rate  of  growth 
of  children. 

Elementary  teachers  face  the  necessity  of  providing 
quiet  activities  for  the  children  not  in  the  particular 
group  engaged  in  intensive  reading.  These  activities 
may  be  related  directly  to  reading,  such  as  reading  a 
library  book  silently  or  drawing  pictures  to  illustrate 
some  part  of  a  story  which  has  been  read. 

Reading  materials  of  various  levels  of  difficulty  are 
needed  to  meet  the  abilities  found  in  each  group.  Free 
reading  periods  may  be  used  to  stimulate  interest  in 
reading. 

Teachers  at  all  levels  are  alert  to  teach  the  reading 
skills  needed  in  their  subjects.  The  reading  skills 
needed  in  mathematics  class  are  different  from  those 
required  in  reading  a  current  magazine. 

The  teacher  who  is  responsible  for  a  particular  sub- 
ject is  in  the  best  position  to  provide  help  in  overcom- 
ing difficulties  for  many  pupils  because  through  prac- 
tice and  training  he  is  able  to  identify  the  need  at  an 
early  stage  and  to  provide  some  special  help. 

This  teacher  understands  the  kinds  of  reading  skills 
needed  to  do  effective  work  in  his  subject  and  helps 
pupils  develop  the  particular  one  which  will  be  of 
greatest  value  at  the  time  of  need. 

Instead  of  further  reading  practices  of  the  kind  on 
which  the  pupil  has  been  failing  she  offers  specific 
help,  directed  toward  a  particular  need.  New  reading 
material  is  used  and  the  teacher  uses  additional  tests 
to  help  in  planning  the  individual's  program. 

In  order  to  plan  the  pupil's  program,  a  diagnostic

and  remedial  program  based  upon  the  work  of  the 
regular  classroom  teacher  is  a  fundamental  part  of  an 
effective  reading  plan  which  provides  for  the  individ- 
ual differences  in  the  reading  abilities  of  the  children. 

Looking  Toward  the  Future 

Never  in  the  history  of  education  has  the  shortage  of 
schoolhousing  been  so  acute,  serious  and  confusing. 
This  year  marks  the  greatest  number  of  registered  chil- 
dren in  our  schools.  In  the  near  future,  a  serious  short- 
age of  classroom  facilities  will  be  in  the  upper  four 
or  six  grades.  Making  the  situation  more  difficult  is  the 
rising  cost  of  bond  interest  due  to  federal  policies,  the 
continuing  shortage  of  building  materials,  and  the 
increasing  rise  in  labor  costs. 

Because  of  the  present  and  future  housing  difficulties 
in  our  schools,  I  urge  the  serious  need  of  studying 
building  plans  with  other  educational  groups  in  our 
area  —  thinking  in  terms  of  educational  efficiency  and 
ultimate  economy.  Only  through  determined  study 
with  representative  groups  of  our  neighboring  com- 
munities, can  a  solution  be  reached. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board,  parents,  friends, 
teachers  and  pupils  for  having  made  the  year  one  of 
success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  EPPING 
HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
Citizens  of  Epping: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  report  to  the  community  as 
Principal  of  Epping  High  School.  The  school  year 
opened  on  September  5,  1956,  with  some  significant 
changes.  Grade  eight  was  transferred  to  Epping  Central 
School,  with  a  resultant  drop  in  the  enrollment  of  the 
High  School  to  83,  and  reduction  of  the  faculty  to  five, 
including  the  principal.  The  loss  of  one  grade  added 
one  room  to  the  space  requirements  of  the  school,  but 
new  desks  were  needed  in  this  room  to  replace  those 
lost  with  the  eighth  grade.  The  loss  of  one  teacher  made 
it  difficult  to  provide  the  same  curriculum,  with  ade- 
quate supervised  study  periods. 

All  extra  activities  of  the  school,  such  as  music,  physi- 
cal education,  clubs,  —  class  meetings  and  assemblies 
were  scheduled  into  the  last  period  of  the  day,  so  as 
not  to  interrupt  the  orderly  conduct  of  the  school. 
Educational  and  vocational  guidance  activities,  former- 
ly provided  by  a  Guidance  Director,  have  been  added 
to  the  duties  of  the  high  school  staff.  A  testing  program 
is  planned  for  Juniors  and  Seniors  to  assist  themi  in 
finding  their  best  interests  and  abilities. 

A  program  of  extra-curricular  activities  has  been 
generously  provided  by  the  teachers  after  the  school 
day,  and  they  have  included  a  picnic,  roller-skating  par- 
ties and  dances.  Field  trips,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Crotty,  have  been  made  to  the  Rockingham  County 
Superior  Court,  television  station  WMUR  in  Man- 
chester and  to  the  Newington  Air  Base.  The  Athletic 
Program  of  the  school  includes  participation  in  inter- 
scholastic  volleyball  for  boys  and  girls,  basketball,  base- 
ball and  Softball.  In  addition,  a  bowling  league  is 
conducted  in   the  spring,   and  this  year  will   see  an 
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intramural  basketball  league  for  grades  7  through  12, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Cooper. 

The  course  of  study  offered  at  the  school  is  adequate 
to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  youth  of  the  community 
with  the  exception  of  library  facilities  in  the  school. 

The  facilities  of  the  town  library,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mrs.  Richard  Sanborn,  have  been  made  avail- 
able to  the  school.  We  are  grateful  for  her  assistance 
in  setting  up  a  reading  program. 

At  a  time  when  many  schools  are  showing  depletions 
in  mathematics  and  science  programs,  Epping  High 
School  continues  to  offer  sufficient  courses  in  these 
fields  to  prepare  students  for  higher  education  either 
technical  or  academic. 

The  teaching  staff  includes  the  following:  Mr.  Frank 
Grotty  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  a  graduate  of  St.  Anselm's 
College,  who  completed  his  practice  teaching  at  Man- 
chester Central  High  School.  Mr.  Crotty  teaches  Social 
Studies  and  English,  coaches  girls'  basketball  and  is 
Junior  Class  advisor. 

Mr.  Leslie  Cooper,  of  Exeter,  N.  H.,  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  is  now  completing 
the  requirements  for  his  Master's  Degree  at  the  Uni- 
versity. He  teaches  mathematics  and  science,  coaches 
Varsity  Basketball  and  is  Freshman  Class  advisor. 

Mr.  Clifton  Hastings,  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  teaches 
all  of  the  subjects  in  the  commercial  department.  He 
comes  to  us  after  many  years  of  experience  at  Man- 
chester Central  High  School,  and  we  are  fortunate  to 
have  one  of  his  ability  on  our  staff.  Mr.  Hastings  is 
Senior  Class  advisor. 

Mrs.  Philip  Estey,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire,  is  in  her  fourth  year  as  teacher  of 
Home  Economics.  New  time  requirements  have  been 
added  to  her  work  with  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades, 
and  Mrs.  Estey  continues  to  do  excellent  work  with  the 
students  of  the  school.  She  is  Sophomore  Class  advisor, 
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director  of  cheerleaders  and  coach  of  girls'  volleyball. 

I  am  a  graduate  of  Georgetown  University  with  grad- 
uate work  at  Boston  University.  My  teaching  courses 
include  Junior  and  Senior  English,  general  mathematics 
and  French.  In  addition  to  my  administration  duties,  ^ 
coach  baseball,  direct  the  Senior  Play  and  the  Student 
Council. 

The  cooperative  effort  shown  by  the  School  Board, 
Mr.  Sullivan,  the  teachers  and  parents  in  the  interests 
of  the  students,  can  only  result  in  a  better  educational 
program.  It  is  to  this  end  that  we  extend  all  of  our 
efforts.

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MUSIC  REPORT 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  on  the  music 
activities  in  town  of  Epping,  N.  H. 

The  music  work  in  Epping  has  been  developing 
rapidly  during  the  past  few  months.  Supervisory  visits 
to  each  of  the  grade  school  classes  are  made  on  a  weekly 
basis.  This  replaces  the  schedule  of  former  years  which 
allowed  a  visit  only  every  other  week  by  the  music 
supervisor.  It  was  felt  that  a  weekly  visit  would  make 
for  a  more  well  rounded  program  of  music. 

In  the  high  school,  a  high  school  chorus  of  thirty- 
five  singers  has  been  organized  with  both  boy  and 
girl  singers  enrolled  in  the  group.  This  is  the  first  time 
in  recent  years  that  boys  have  been  included  in  the  high 
school  music  program.  A  special  Christmas  program, 
including  pupils  from  grades  one  through  twelve  was 
presented  on  Wednesday  evening,  December  19.  The 
proceeds  of  the  program  were  used  for  the  purchase  of 
playground  material.  A  new  development  in  the  pro- 
gram at  Epping  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  orga- 
nization of  the  school  band.  At  present  there  are  nearly 
twenty  pupils  in  this  program.  More  are  expected  to 
enroll  during  the  course  of  the  year.  Mr.  Robert  Zeigner 
and  Mrs.  Joan  White  are  carrying  on  the  teaching 
program  in  Epping. 

In  West  Epping  the  classes  are  visited  weekly  by  the 
music  supervisor.  Classroom  lessons  and  teaching  aids 
for  the  different  teachers  are  provided  by  the  super- 
visor. A  special  Christmas  program  was  presented  in 
West  Epping  in  which  most  of  the  boys  and  girls  at  the 
school  took  part. 

Various  special  projects  are  planned  in  certain  of  the 
towns  in  order  to  utilize  the  value  of  music  in  the 
overall  development  of  the  school  and  community  ac- 
tivities in  each  of  the  towns  served. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  express  my  personal  ap- 
preciation to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  the  mem- 
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bers  of  the  various  school  committees,  the  principals 
and  teachers  for  their  unqualified  support  of  our  music 
program.  I  feel  that  we  are  moving  forward  in  the 
direction  of  developing  a  very  well  rounded  and  out- 
standing music  program  for  the  boys  and  girls  in  the 
various  schools  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  14.

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NURSE'S  REPORT 


To   the  Superintendent,  School  Board  members,  and 
Citizens  of  Epping: 

The  school  health  program  for  1956-'57  was  off  to  a 
busy  start  with  the  replenishing  of  first  aid  kits,  check- 
ing on  vaccinations  of  first  graders,  acquiring  of  health 
histories,  and  a  general  health  appraisal  of  each  child. 
This  latter  in  no  way  supplants  your  doctor's  regular 
checkup,  as  any  number  of  serious  conditions  may  go 
undetected  by  the  nurse. 

Heights  and  weights  were  obtained  and  compared 
with  last  year's. 

The  Snellen  eye  test,  which  is  required  annually  by 
state  law,  has  been  done,  and  defects  reported  to  the 
parents.  Where  necessary,  follow-up  home  visits  are 
made. 

The  hearing  testing  program  is  now  under  way.  Be- 
cause of  the  large  enrollment,  and  because  of  the  lack 
of  a  quiet  place  in  which  to  test  ears,  I  feel  it  will  be 
better  to  confine  the  testing  to  children  of  certain 
grades,  namely  the  1st,  4th,  7th,  8th,  10th  and  12th. 
Children  who  have  a  known  hearing  loss,  new  children, 
and  any  whose  teacher  suspects  a  hearing  loss,  will  be 
done  regardless  of  grade. 

Polio  clinics  were  held  in  October  and  January. 
Preparation  for  these  clinics  is  time-consuming  and 
hard  work,  but  well  worth  it  when  one  sees  the  number 
of  people  who  are  eager  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  be  immunized.  Third  shots  will  be 
given  in  the  Spring,  provided  vaccine  is  available. 

The  dental  clinic  is  completed  for  this  year.  25  chil- 
dren benefited.  Because  the  hourly  fee  has  gone  up 
50%,  not  as  many  children  were  treated  as  would  have 
been  under  the  former  program.  If  any  individuals  or 
organizations    feel    that    they    could    supplement    the

amount  which  the  Woman's  Club  so  kindly  raises  each 
year,  it  would  be  much  appreciated. 

Teachers,   parents,  and  co-workers  have  been  most 
helpful  in  making  the  health  program  a  success.
